Sheridan, promising to return to- 
morrow.

entertainments have been made by 
Hert and Chesley Searcy, chairman of 
?the Kentucky State Committee. 

Hert will he re-elected to be Nation- 
al Committeeman from Kentucky 
without opposition. He also will be 
elected to he chairman of the Ken- 
tucky delegation. He is leading the 
movement to nominate Governor I,ow- 
den, and it i;; ])rc. uinsd that the Ken- 
tucky delegation will stand with him. 

HI. L. Galvin, of Covington, prol.abl\ 
will h<^ til" Kentucky member of the 
Credentials Committee. Mrs. John 
Glover South, woman's national chair- 
man, is expect e<l to he chosen to be a 
member of the Committee on Rule.s 
from Kentucky. William Hey burn, of 
Loui.sville, probably be the Ken- 
tucky member of the Comniittee on 
Resolutions. 

It is understood that' Mrs. South 
will b^ elected to be chairman of the

'throughout the campaign. 

On the first ballot the Indiana dele- 
gation will cast 22 votes for Wood and 
eight for .Tohnron. Leaders from In- 
diana said that their delegation might

Intei-twined in the debates and the 
{ossip of the gathering were the esti-

Those who insist that it 
has ruined irreparably the Wood can- 
iidaey assert that' the feeling of in- 
dignation is high among tlic rankers 
in the Republican array. 

In line with this sentiment is the 
jpinion of Governor James P. Good- 
rich, of Indiana, expressed at the Col- 
iseum. On SSonday, he said, he attatd- 
^d a soldiers' memorial observance 
at which 10,000 pei-sons were present. 
In omvenatioB with the older and 
solid men he found an overwhelming 
sentiment for the substitution of a 
candidate whose name had not been 
dragged into the scandal at Washing- 
ton. "Get rid of all of them," was 
the phrase most used, Governor Good- 
rich said.

Washington, June 1 — The Sen- 
ate investigation of pre-conven- 
tion presidential campaign ex- 
penses turned back today to con- 
tests in individual states. Robert 
Wolfe,, publisher of Columbus. O. 
newspapers, estimated that Gen. 
Wood and Senator Harding or- 
ganization spent $100,000 each in 
the Ohio preference primary con- 
test. Arthur Davis, of Harris- 
burg, 111., presented to the com- 
mittee nine checks for a total of 
$38,000, which he said was spent j 
by Governor Lowden's campaign ! 
umnager, to representatives of 
Lowden's campaign in Missouri. 
Thirty thousand dollars of it went 
Kansas City, and the remainder 
to St. Louis. 



So many of the miners in East- 
ern Kentucky are leaving their 
work to take up'work on farms 
that the effects are being felt in 
more ways than one. according to 
reports issuing from various 
sources.

Kstimat'^s m;ido by the commi.^. io') 
place the iacreascs of the po.;tai 
payroll at $38,000,000 for the second 
year, and $'1.S,000,000 for the third 
year and fourth year. 

Increases of from $150 to $250 an- 
nually for postal clerks and letter 
cairiers, with .^.400 for supervisory of- 
ficei-s, were recommendetl. No in 
creases for first-class iiostmnstrrs ro 
ceiving moie than $5,000 a year won: 
purposed, however> 

For raral delivery carriers the com 
mission recommended $1,800 for a .Si- 
mile route, and an addition^' $30 i. . 
each mile in r.\-cess r.f that Mi :;tance. 
Motor route carriers covering jO miles 
or more would receive not more than 
112,600. The pay of village delivery 
carriers would be from $1,000 to 
$1,200.
